THE NEW STAINING ACT; The amendment to the Federal Seed Act requiring the staining of imported 
alfalfa and red clover seed became effective July 26th. This amendment requires that red clover and alfalfa seed 
originating in France or other foreign countries (excepting Canada) shall be colored green, excepting that red 
clover and alfalfa seed from any foreign country, not adapted for general agricultural use in the tJ. S., shall be stained 
a red color. Clover and alfalfa originating in Canada will be stained iridescent violet.
